The United States intervened by force of arms today 
in the swiftly spreading Mid-Eastern crisis. 


More than 5,000 battle-ready U.S. Marines, acting 
on direct orders from President Eisenhower, landed at 
Beirut, Lebanon, to protect American lives and prevent 
that little revolt-torn nation from suffering the same 
fate that befell Iraq and “martyred” members of its 
government. 
The U.S. action was taken with the “full support” 
of Britain.

GOP members of Congress 
don’t expect to have much, if 
any, influence in the matter, 
but a sounding of sentiment in­ 
dicates most of them hope that 
if there is a change, Seaton will 
move in as chief of the White 
House staff. 
ACADEMIC QUESTION 
Seaton himseif says the ques­ 
tion of a successor to Adams is 
purely academic. 
“I don’t expect to see Mr. 
Adams leave,” he told newsmen 
in Minneapolis. 
In his Cabinet job, Seaton 
has been highly cooperative 
with senators and House mem­ 
bers where it was possible for 
him to help out with their prob­ 
lems. He also has the reputa­ 
tion of being able to say “no” 
—when he has to—in soft lan­ 
guage that turns away their 
wrath. 


NO’ MAN 
Adams, on the other hand, 
has been known as a rather 
flinty “no” man. And that ob­ 
viously has contributed to the 
unwillingness of many Republi­ 
cans to defend the presidential 
aide in the controversy over his 
acceptance of expensive favors 
from Bernard Goldfine, mil­ 
lionaire Boston industrialist. 
The Detroit News, quoting 
unnamed top-ranking Republi­ 
can sources, said Adams plans 
to quit during the Libor Day 
weekend. Its copyrighted story 
said the decision to quit is 
Adams’ own, not that of Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower. 
White House press secretary 
James C. Hagerty declined to 
comment on the report. Adams 
himself was not available to 
newsmen.

banon. He promised to support 
measures that the United Na­ 
tions may take. 
The President said that, in 
view of the 2,500 Americans in 
Lebanon, this nation could not 
stand idly by after Lebanon ap­ 
peals for evidence of U.S. con­ 
cern and “when Lebanon may 
not be able to preserve inter­ 
nal order and to defend it > 7 
against indirect aggression.” 
The President’s 
action pre­ 
sented the United Nations Se­ 
curity Council with an accom­ 
plished fact and prevented any 
possible Russian delaying ac­ 
tion. The U.S. action was legal 
both by treaty and under the 
U.N. recognition that an emer­ 
gency exists.

TO HEAD OPERATION

was en route to London to take 
charge of the landing opera­ 
tion. 
Pentagon officials said about 
1,700 men were in the initial

Rear Adm. C. C. Kirkpatrick, 
chief of Navy information, said

Yanks Still

LANDING REQUESTED 
Lloyd stressed that the Amer­ 
ican intervention was taking 
place at the request of Presi­ 
dent Camille Chamoun. 
In Paris, U.S. delegate Ran­ 
dolph Burgess informed his col­ 
leagues on the NATO Perma­ 
nent Council of the American 
decision minutes before the Ma­ 
rines waded ashore. 
Premier Charles de Gaulle 
immediately s u m m o n e d an 
emergency cabinet meeting. 
At Supreme Headquarters. 
Allied 
Powers in 
E u r o p e 
(SHAPE), Gen. Lauris Norstad 
held urgent consultations with 
top allied commanders. 
BACKS LEBANON 
Lloyd told Parliament the 
British government considers 
it necessary to preserve Leb­ 
anese independence and in­ 
tegrity in the crisis that has 
deepened with the uprising in 
Iraq. 
Lloyd did not rule out the 
future use of British troops 
alongside the 
Americans in 
Lebanon. 
“British troops are not tak­ 
ing part in this operation,” he 
said.

FEATHERWEIGHTS 
Made of thin, tough plastic 
and covered with aluminum 
foil, these objects are feather­ 
weights.

When they are shot into 
space by rockets they will be 
folded into packs no larger than 
a woman’s handbag or a small 
suitcase.

Union Strikes Florida

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. UP 
—About 1.500 members of the 
Transport Workers Union stag­ 
ed a strike against Pan Am­ 
erican Airways today to pro­ 
test what they called inade­ 
quate safety conditions at the 
Air Force Missile Test Center.

Justice Dept. 
Against TV 
Curb On Sports 


WASHINGTON (JP—The Jus­ 
tice Department today opposed 
legislation that would allow or­ 
ganized sports to curb TV-radio 
broadcasts of their games. A 
spokesman said it might lead 
to a virtually complete black­ 
out of sports telecasts. 
Asst. Atty. Gen. Robert A. 
Bicks said in testimony prepar­ 
ed for the Senate Anti-monop­ 
oly Subcommittee that present 
law is adequate to preserve 
competitive team sports. 
Bicks spoke for the Justice 
Department at a subcommittee 
hearing on House-passed legis­ 
lation that would exempt from 
ariti-trust laws such practices of 
pro baseball, football, basket­ 
ball and hockey as the contract 
reserve clause, player trades 
and drafts and t e r r i t o r i a l 
rights. 
Bicks expressed no objection 
to these provisions, saying it 
was up to Congress to decide 
whether or not they are sound. 
But he s^aid the Justice De­ 
partment was strongly against 
sports 
regulation 
of

broadcasts. 
He said the TV-radio feature 
of the House bill would grant 
to organized sports “the un­ 
checked power to deprive the 
entire American public of the 
right to see over television any 
sports contest.”

Census Taken 
Of Sea Lions 


A census of sea lions along 
the California coast was begun 
last week by the California 
Department of Fish and Game. 
The census, taken periodically, 
is for the purpose of determin­ 
ing fluctuations in abundance 
of the marine mammal. 
The last census was taken in 
1947 and revealed a popula­ 
tion of 8.700 sea lions from 
Crescent City to San Diego. 
A herd of sea lions in the 
vicinity of Pt. Reyes has been 
nearly 2,000 the past year. 
The count, which is made 
photographically from the air, 
takes about two days to fly. 
dependent upon weather, Enu­ 
meration and evaluation of the 
figures, however, will not be 
complet*ed until the end of 
July. 
There are minor concentra­ 
tions of sea lions up and down 
the coast at this time, the 
breeding season, but the major

St. Laurent 'Liberty Line'

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Good Precedent Set In 
Discussing Highway Route 


The Division of Highways held a 
meeting in Marin County last week. 
Now it is not unusual for this state 
agency to hold hearings, either here or 
elsewhere. But this one was notable in 
that it asked the opinions of Marin resi­ 
dents about relocating a highway BE­ 
FORE the highway engineers had de­ 
cided where it should go. 
The road underdiscussion was High­ 
way 1. the Shoreline Highway. The div­ 
ision had been instructed to survey pos­ 
sibilities of relocating the south end 
of it. 
Division representatives came before 
the hundred or so persons gathered in 
Tamaipais Valley school, without a rec­ 
ommendation. Instead, they laid before 
the public three proposals, il» to build 
a low level highway from Golden Gate 
bridgehead through the military instal­ 
lations to Muir Beach and 
Stinson 
Beach; (2* to reroute the highway from 
Manzamta junction through Tennessee 
Valley to the coast and thence north to 
Stinson, and (3) improve the existing 
highway. 
The three suggestions were made vis­ 
ible to the audience by aerial maps of 
the area, which were pinned up all 
around the meeting room. 
“Now/* said the Division of High­ 
ways, “here are the alternatives, peo­ 
ple, what do you want us to work on?”

THE 
CALIFORNIA 
High­ 
way Patrol issued 231 cita­ 
tions for drunk driving this 
year, compared to 171 last^ 
recorded 674 injuries in un­ 
incorporated areas compared 
to 620 and issued 15,831 cita­ 
tions for moving violations, 
compared to 12,437. 


A study of the 19 fatal ac­ 
cidents this year which oc­ 
curred in the unincorporated 
areas of the state, the patrol 
reported, showed that 13 of 
these were one-car accidents, 
and 11 of the 13 were due to 
excessive speed. 


ALL OF WHICH means that 
the entire 13 could have been 
avoided, and certainly the 11 
people killed because of ex­ 
cessive speed would be alive 
today had they been 
more 
careful drivers. 


In addition, the figures in­ 
dicate that the patrol is doing 
a more careful job on the hol­ 
iday weekends, because each 
one of them notes an increase 
in the number of moving vio­ 
lation 
citations 
issued. 
Of 
course, this may result in 
some degree from the added 
number of highway patrolmen 
that Commissioner Bernard 
Caldwell has on the road, 


On the other hand, there 
probably were more people on 
the road this year than last, 
and the fact that the traffic 
deaths decreased by four is 
something of a clear indica­ 
tion that people may be driv­ 
ing more carefully. 


WHETHER THE report of

speed will have any effect 
when the state Legislature 
meets in January, remains to 
be seen. I>ast year, there was 
an attem pt to fix the speed 
limit at 65 miles per hour, and 
this was turned down by the 
Legislature.

remains at 55 miles per hour, 
tout if the driver traveling 
above that speed can show 
that it was safe to drive fast­ 
er, there is no speed limit at 
all, theoretically, at least. 


HOWEVER, the

driver usually doesn’t attempt 
to prove that he was driving 
safely. Often the arrests are 
for speeds a few miles above 
the maximum cited in the law, 
and it is simpler to pay the 
fine and forget about the 
ticket. 
From now on, it will not be 
as easy to forget. Two tickets 
cut three years off the term 
for which a driver’s license 
may be issued. Consequently, 
the driver has more at stake 
in seeking to avoid conviction 
for 
speeding, 
not 
from 
a 
money standpoint, but as an 
elimination of the nuisance of 
getting a new license every 
two, instead of every five 
years.

“ Quite a carnival.” 
That just might be the best 
description of last night's ra­ 
bies vaccination clinic at San 
Rafael’s Albert Field. 
Conducted 
by 
the 
county 
health department, the clinic 
was one of more than a dozen 
being held in the county in line 
with the new requirement that 
all dogs must have rabies shots. 
Four hundred and five dogs 
were pushed through the vac­ 
cination “ assembly line” at a 
money-losing $1.50 per head. 
PARTIAL COSTS 
William Desmond, 
director 
of the clinic and of the county 
sanitation department, said the 
fee covers a portion of the vac­ 
cine and labor costs and the 
county makes up any deficit. 
Veterinarians furnish t h e i r 
services free. 
Attendance at the clinic was 
aided by such Hollywood-type 
promotions as a roving sound 
truck asking residents to bring 
dogs. 
Dogs at last night’s clinic 
ranged 
from quivering little 
handfuls 
to 
large, 
powerful 
dogs which required three-man 
restraint. 
Veterinarian giving the shots 
was Dr. Bob Bramman of San 
Rafael Animal Hospital. Cash­ 
ier was Mrs. Mary McNulty, 
part-time e m p l o y e e of the 
health department. 
Not all the arguments in the 
long line were among the dogs. 
At the head of the line of 
150 persons which had formed 


by the 7 p.m. opening was Mrs. 
Carmen J. Chavez of 214 Du- 
Bois avenue. San Rafael, who 
said she began waiting at 5:45 
o’clock. 
Grabbing the leash of her 
dog Lucky after the shot, she 
happily exclaimed, “ Let’s go 
home for dinner!” 
The San Rafael clinic was 
the 11th of 15 clinics to be held 
in the county. 
Desmond said the next ones 
will be at the Novato firehouse 
tomorrow, Fairfax on Monday, 
Kentfield on Wednesday, July 
23, and a possible Terra Linda 
clinic for which the date is yet 
to be set. 
The San Rafael clinic was the 
second largest held in the coun­ 
ty. Largest was the kick-off 
clinic held at Mill Valley at 
which 
540 dogs were 
given 
shots. 
^ RABID SKUN K 
The designation of Marin as 
a rabies control area came in 
March and made vaccination 
compulsory for all dogs over 
four months old. It also re­ 
quires strict confinement for 
all dogs under this limit and 
establishment of an at-cost vac­ 
cination program. 
The ruling in Marin came af­ 
ter a Novato rancher shot a 
rabid skunk. 
Desmond said the only dogs 
turned away from the clinic are 
those not on leash or unman­ 
ageable 
dogs. 
Such 
animals 
must have their shots from a 
private veterinarian. 


2 Appraisal 
Cuts Granted 
By Fairfax 


Sitting as a board of equali­ 
zation, the Fairfax City Council 
last night heard only two pro­ 
tests against 1958-59 property 
appraisals, and in each instance 
the requested adjustment was 
granted. 
At the 
outset, 
City Clerk 
Alice Leonesio reported that 
the total net value of Fairfax 
properties is now $7.961,630, a 
gain of $815,570 over last year’s 
total of $7,146,060. 


A SSE SSE D VALUE 
Mrs. Leonesio said the city’s 
1958-59 gross assessed value is 
$8,751.070, including $2,978,640 
for land and $5,772.430 for im­ 
provements. Exemptions come 
to $789,440, she reported. 
She said no written protest 
against 
new 
appraisals 
had 
been r e c e i v e d before last 
night’s meeting. 
The council previously had 
set the city’s 1958-59 assess­ 
ment rate at 33 per cent of the 
new county appraisals. 


TWO PROTEST 
The two who protested their 
appraisals last night were Jack 
C. Uhte of 51 Bothin road, a 
newly elected member of the 
Fairfax School Board, and Don­ 
ald K. Maloney of 51 Manzanita 
court. 
After brief discussion, the 
council reduced the appraisals 
on the properties of both — 
Uhte’s from $29,000 to $27,000 
for an assessment figure of 
$8,910 on land and improve­ 
ments, 
and 
Maloney’s 
from 
$14,500 to $11,500 for a total 
assessment of $3,830. 
The council then voted un­ 
animously to accept the city’s 
new assessment roll.
